improvement  tliat  I  have  observed  during  tins 
period.  On  the  first  day  of  schocd,  the  chil¬ 
dren  were  very  communicative  to  me,  and 
informed  me  that  their  first  teacher  could  not 
leave  money  in  the  drawer,  because  it  would 
be  stolen,  and  in  a  very  gleeful  manner  in‘ 
formed  me  that  one  day  lie  left  $2.25  by  ac¬ 
cident  when  he  went  to  dinner,  and  lost  it. 

I  asked  thorn  if  they  knew  what  that  build¬ 
ing  was  for  yonder,  pointing  to  the  county 
jail.  “Yes!”  they  said,  “to  put  those  in 
that  stole.”  “  Well,”  said  I,  “  how  ungrate¬ 
ful  in  you  to  steal  from  those  who  come 
among  you  to  do  you  good,”  and  with  the 
warning  I  gave  them,  that  if  a  single  piece  of 
crayon  chalk  was  taken,  they  might  expect  to 
be  punished  for  it.  School  begun,  sometimes  , 
I  have  left  money  in  the  drawer,  and  even  on 
the  table,  designedly,  to  see  if  they  would  take 
it ;  and  never  have  I  lost  a  thing  or  caught 
them  in  one  dishonest  aat.  Often  they  would 
bring  me  money  that  1  have  carelessly  left  on 
the  table  and  forgotten  it.  When  we  consider 
their  former  habits  of  theft  and  lying,  th^ir 
honesty  seems  quite  remarkable  and  their 
reformation  wonderftil.  Another  vice,  that 
of  profanity,  they  were  very  much  addicted 
to,  so  much  so  that  it  seemed  almost 
impossible  to  root  it  out,  when  we  con¬ 
sider  their  surroundings— for  it  is  common 
talk  here  among  all  classes  of  the  people. 
A  preacher  of  the  Gurman  Beformed 
Church  said,  the  other  evening,  “  This  city 
was  a  Sodom  in  vice  and  crime  and  debauch¬ 
ery,  so  much  so  that  even  the  children  liardly 
old  enough  to  wear  clotiies  yet,  hearing  no 
other  language  bnt  profanity,  learn  it ;  and  in 
the  streets  one  hears  nothing  but  oaths  and 
obscene  language.”  Yet,  with  all  tliese  in¬ 
fluences  to  combat,  we  have  succeeded  in 
rooting  it  out,  so  that  during  the  last  term  I 
have  not  heard  an  oath  but  once,  and  that 
from  a  boy  who  had  been  at  school  but  a  short 
time,  and  who,  wlien  I  called  him  to  account 
for  it,  said  in  excuse  that  he  forgot  himself. 
In  their  habits  of  cleanliness  I  have  observed 
a  marked  improvement;  and,  but  for  the  vice 
of  intemperance,  I  should  say  they  weie  just 
as  moral  and  virtuous  as  are  tlie  average  of 
children  anywhere.  This  vice  is  spreading 
to  an  alarming  degree,  among  the  young,  as 
well  ns  the  old.  This  city  contains  more 
drinking-bars  and  saloons  than  any  place  of 
its  size  I  ever  lived  in.  Tlie  oUier  day,  X 
asked  a  young  man' to  join  the  Good, Tern-,

sometimes  think  those  figures  of  dteadful 
imagery  of  a  "  world  of  lost  spirits  ”  recorded 
by  the  sacred  writers  have  not  only  a  reality 
here,  but  that  there  is  no  tower  depth,  and  can 
be  none  worse.  The  preachers  of  the  Cluspel 
here,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  an  earned 
men  ;  yet  tlieir  efforts  are  powerless  to  refonn 
or  change  the  condition  of  things,  Preaching 
against  sin  in  the  abstract  win  never -do  the 
work,  but  they  and  all  good  men,  and  women 
too,  must  grapple  with  this  monster  intem¬ 
perance,  that,  like  the  "  plague  in  London,” 
is  itself  the  death  of  every  other  mortal  dis 
temper.  The  negroes  imitate  the-yhites,  and, 
being  naturally  fond  of  excitement,  such  as 
alcoliol  produces,  are  in  danger  of  being  swal¬ 
lowed  up  by  this  destroyer  of  tlie  human  race. 
Oh  1  fur  prohibitory  legislation,  to  close  for¬ 
ever  these  haunts  of  vice  and  infamy.  I.re- 
joice  to  say  that  sometliing  is  being  done  by 
the  Good  Templars  and  liccabites  and  other 
organizations  to  lessen  these  evils,  but  noth¬ 
ing  to  what  should  he  done.  AU  of  tlie 
extreme  poverty  of  tins  people  is  to  be 
cliarged  wholly  to  intoxication ;  and  is  it  nut 
the  truth  that  it  is  so  tlirougliout  the  country  ? 
1  venture  the  prediction,  if  tlie  time  ever  comes 
when  intemperance  shall  be  banished  from 
our  land,  it  will  be  when  the  pure-minded 
and  virtuous  women  shall  not  only  vote,  but 
elevate  the  ballot  by  their  votes.  I  rejoice 
that  the  women  of  the  North  are  moving  in 
this  matter,  and  1  find  sonic  advocates  for 
women  suffrage  even  in  poor,  misruled,  be¬ 
nighted,  treason-loving  Maryland.

Dear  Mrs.  Cheney, —  1  wrote  you  of  my 
intention  to  open  a  school  in  e  district  on  the 
mainland  the  first  of  this  month.  The  /pco* 
pie  were  very  desirous  to  have  me  do  so, 
and  the  prospect  looked  very  hopeful  for  a 
“  good  bit  ”  of  hard  work.  , 

Two  of  the  girls  came  for  me,  with  >a 
and  I  took  my  bed,  bocdcs,  blackboard, 
and  started.  All  the  colored  people  that  I  met 
on  landing  seemed  oveijoyed  at  the  certainty 
of  having  school;  bat  the  first  tidings  that 
greeted  us  on  reaching  the  house  where  1 
was  to  stop  was,  ”  The  school-houlte  lit 
burned,”  and  looking  through  the  pines,  we 
could  sec  the  ruddy  glow  from  the  still  bias¬ 
ing  ruins.  The  disappointment  of  tiie  peo*" 
pie  is  intense.  I  have  been  among  thema^"'. . 
much  as  possible,  ever  since,  trying  to  arouse 
them  to  something  like  an  assertion  of  their  i,, 
rights,  and  to  have  them  hold  an  indignation  . 
meeting,  and  try  to  investigate  this  matter,'  es¬ 
pecially  as  suspicion  rests  on  a  colored  man,''  V 
as  being  the  one  hired  to  set  the 'fire  by ’It 
miserable  rebel  scaidp,  who,  by  a  free  use  df 
whiskey,  can  always  make  friends  frith  the'u^ 
principled  of  either  color.  Another  meefia|| 
is  to  be  held  next  Sunday,  but  I  do  not  ed-  V 
pcct  we  shall  be  able  to  do  anything  more  ^ 
than  talk.  It  is  just  the  planting  season,  and 
the  men  cannot  leave  their  work  to  build  a 
new  house.  There  is  the  material  for  a  nice 
building,  sent  here  by  the  Bureau,  and  the 
house  is  partially  built.  The  land  that  it  was  put 
on  was  deeded  to  the" trustees  of  the  school,  from 
a  lot  of  forty  acres  owned  by  a  good  Northern 
man.  He  aftcrw.ards  sold  this  forty  acres.  The 
deed  of  the  land  given  to  the  school  was  not  . 
recorded,  but  was  retained  in  the  present 
owner’s  possession,  he  being  justice  of  the 
peace.  Now  he  has  had  the  other  deed  record¬ 
ed,  and  claims  this  building  by  right  of  its  be¬ 
ing  on  his  land.  The  matter  is  before  the 
county  court  for  investigation  and  decision  ; 
meanwhile  he  is  carrying  ofi'and  nsingupfiie 
lumber. 

Now,  what  can  I  do  fbrther  in  this  mattefi 
Must  we  give  up  our  school,  and  allow  these 
rebels  to  triumph  over  us  so  easily,  or  shall 
we  keep  up  the  fight  and  have  our  homes 
burned  too  1 

The  colored  people  have  all  gone  upon  their 
lands,  and  it  was  to  be  nearer  their  homes  and 
work,  so  that  more  could  be  accomodated, 
that  I  made  the  attempt  to  open  school  ”  in 
the  enemy’s  country.”  1  don't  like  to  give 
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up,  and  than  trjr  to  gat  up  another  sbant7  of 
tome  aort.

Mr  Dear  Mbs.  CnBNET,  —  The  holiday# 
being  ended  1  have  commenced  school  again* 
having  my  usual  number  of  pupils. 

The  “  Christmas-tree  ”  was  a  decided  suc¬ 
cess,  and  I  believe  has  done  much  good,  for  it 
was  well  loaded  with  useful  articles,  such  as 
the  children  most  needed.  There  were  about 
seventy  present.  All  behaved  admirably ; 
had  a  good  time,  long  to  be  remembered, 
and  went  home  with  happy  hearts.  1  am 
more  than  satisfied,  and  feel  doubly  repaid  for 
my  labor.  Spent  the  whole  of  the  vacation  in 
making  the  necessary  preparations.  Had 
some  assistance  from  the  colored  people. 

The  people  here  appear  to  take  more  inter¬ 
est  in  school  matters  than  they  have  hereto¬ 
fore;  1  do  not  mean  that  tliey  are  more 
enthusiastic.  Now,  much  of  the  novelty  and 
glow  of  enthusiasm  has  worn  off;  but  they  are 
becoming  practical ;  seem  to  have  a  higher 
appreciation  of  the  true  value  of  education.  Of 
course,  this  is  as  it  should  be,  and  just  what 
we  have  hoped  and  worked  for  ;  but  it  is 
very  encouraging  to  be  able  to  sec  it  mani¬ 
fested  at  all,  as  it  should  be. 

So  deeply  do  I  at  times  realize  the  condi¬ 
tion  and  wants  of  the  colored  people,  that  1 
almost  despair.  1  want  to  dose  much,  and 
really  can  do  so  little.  The  few  shovels  of 
dirt  that  one  can  throw  out  towards  removing 
a  mountain  may  appear  almost  as  nothing ; 
but  should  all  stop,  how  would  the  mountain 
get  removed  ?  Thus  it  is  with  all  reforms ; 
they  are  accomplished  only  little  by  little.  How 
any  one  can  lead  the  idle,  useless  life,  that 
many  do  in  this  world  of  need  is  past  my 
compreliension.  What  can  life  be  worth  to 
such?  I  pitj"^  such  souls,  if  souls  they  may 
be  called.  Better  try  and  fail  than  not  try  at  all. 
Pardon  this  digression.  I  will  go  back  to 
school  affairs.  The  children  are  more  regular 
in  their  attendance  at  school,  and  their  con¬ 
duct  in  and  out  of  school  is  decidedly  im¬ 
proved  ;  so  much  so,  that  the  white  people  ob¬ 
serve  and  remark  upon  it.

One  of  my  pupils,  a  girl  about  nine  years  of
